The By-Laws may be rescinded, altered or added to by an extraordinary 
resolution passed by a majority of not less than three-fourths of such 
members entitled to vote as are present in person at a general meeting 
of which thirty days notice in writing specifying the intention to pro- 
pose the resolution as an extra-ordinary resolution has been duly given. 


It would be helpful if members would also submit along with their proposal(s) 
a short outline of the reasons for making a proposal’s) and, allow members 
time to give each proposal sufficient study before having to vote on the 
proposal.

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PLAY PRESENTATION

It means first of all a complete re- 
scheduling of your activities for approximately six weeks (yes, 6 weeks). 
Acting in a play, doing a job that you can be proud of, would demand 
this length of rehearsals which include: 5 rehearsals per week - each 
lasting approximately three hours. Do you have this amount of time to 
devote yourself to this type of discipline? If you do, then we are 
interested in you.
